Thoru aro live buildings in tlie ravine, 


thcu;h four of them are joined togoth- 
cr in the paper mill, and tho postal card 
factory occupies only u low brick struc- 
ture, one story high and three times as 
long as it is wide. In one room the 
postal cards are printed, cut out from 
tho sheets, put up in twoiity-dvo puuk- 
ngcsand boxed. Nextto this is the fire- 
proof vault, when1 20,000,000 or MI of 
postal cards tire kept on hand. 


Tho space in which tho postal cards 


aro made is not fifty feet square. The 
mills havo tho usual paper making ma- 
chinery, with a capacity of six tons a 
day. Thoio arc tin no washing engines, 
four heaters and two setft of rolling ma- 
chinery. Gun is used to mako a postal 
card paper and tho other to do book 
work or any other of tho finer grades of 
paper making. 
Krom four to six tons 


of r.ius and a lot of paper pulp aro con- 
sumed every day. 


The postal cards aro made alinost on- 


lirely of rags, though occasionally a 
percentage of wood pulp is introduced. 
Tho nigs are brought in on ono of tho 
smallest railroads in tho United States. 
The company owns a ono track road 
that runs from tho Now York Central 
at ('astloton around tho hill to thoir 
mills. They havo one engine, a passen- 
ger car and a postal car. 
No faros or 


freights are charged. 


The train starts whenever the people 


who work at the mills want to BO to 
Oaiilrton for thoir mails and returns 
whenever anybody in authority wants 
tu oiime back. It is only a little moro 
than half a tnilo to walk; but the work 
people do not believe in walking whon 
they havo a special railroad on which 
neiiher pass nortickot is needed.

same engine carries away daily ono or 
two loads of postal cards, which aro 
taken to Albany, tlienco to bo distribut- 
ed over the whole country.

To follow Ihe process of making tho 


postal cards ono has only to climb up 
to tho highest building on tho hill, 
whore in tho back room, a crowd of 
girls sort Iho rags that havo just come 
in from tho different rag collectors. 
The girls cut off all tho buttons, take 
oil' the buckles and sort out tho rags. 
Tho sorted rags are placed in a chop-
